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SERMON XXII. 
By REV. LUCIUS R. PAIGE. 
‘* Whoso trusteth in the Lord, happy is he.”—Proverss 16: 20. 





In the present life, we are made happy, not only by the enjoyment of 
good, but also by the anticipation of that which we hope hereafter to 
enjoy. Very much of our present happiness depends on the anticipation of 
future blessings. To this kind of happiness, perhaps nothing conduces more 
directly, or more powerfully, than the hope of an immortal and perfectly 
happy existence in the resurrection state. This hope is an anchor to the soul 
of man. Although he may suffer pain and affliction ; although he may en- 
dure the buffetings of fortune, and the persecutions of his enemies; yet if he 
possesses this hope, he is comforted ; and his happiness is proportionate to 
the brightness and strength of his hope. 

But the brightness and strength of his hope depends on the foundation on 
which it is builded. Ifthe foundation be strong, his hope abides steadfast in 
timeof peril. If it be weak and insecure, when storms arise, and the tem- 
pest beats upon him, his hope is swept away, and he is left desolate. 

It will be our object in the present discourse, to show, that the “ Rock of 
our Salvation’’ affords a firm foundation for our hope ; andthat, therefore, ac- 
cording to our text, “ Whoso trusteth in the Lord, happy is he.” 

1. We should trust in the Lord, because he is infinitely good. Need we 
prove to you the goodness of God! After witnessing his goodness in the 
works of creation and providence which surround you ; after experiencing 
through your whole life the fruits of his goodness—do you still require proof 
that “ God is love ;” that he “ is good unto all, and his tender mercies are 
over all his works ?”’ Assuredly not. 

It is the nature of goodness to communicate happiness to all who may be 
within the exercise of its power. Since God is infinitely good, we may 
safely conclude that he desires the happiness of all his children. That such 
ishis desire, he has given ample evidence, by bestowing blessings in this 
life, and promising everlasting salvation in the next. 

The message of grace, communicated to us by his son Jesus Christ, af- 
fords sure and certain evidence that his goodness is infinite and impartial. 
May we not then safely confide in God for all blessings ? 

2, We should trust in the Lord, because he is infinitely wise. His good- 
ness desires our salvation : his infinite wisdom enables him to devise all ne- 
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cessary means for its accomplishment. Ww hen a good man desires to benef 
his brethren, he is oftentimes grieved and disappointed, because the means 
which he adopts prove to have been ill chosen, and ineffectual. He fails to 
accomplish his object through lack of wisdom. 

Such is not the fact in regard to God. He clearly sees the effect of eve- 
ry measure, in allitsbearings. He is able to select the best possible means 
to accomplish his benevolent designs. No unforeseen obstacle can thwart 
his purposes. His “ all-seeing eye pervades all space.’’ Ile can therefore 
provide means suited to every “possible emergency, and sufficient to remove 
or overcome all obstacles. 

May we not then trust in him for salvation? He desires our good, and 
can select the most proper means for its accomplishment. Is he not then 
a sure foundation for our hope ? 

3. We should trust in the Lord because he is infinite in power. By his 
own energetic power, he formed the universe ; by his power he controls it 
Sun, moon, and stars, obey his voice ; tempests and lightnings are at hi; 
command ; and the mighty deep stays its proud waves at his bidding. | 
heaven, on earth, none can stay his hand, or say unto him, What doest thou 
He hath declared also by his prophet, “ My counsel shall stand, and | wil 
do all my pleasure.” May we not then trust in him? He desires our sal 
vation ; he can select the best means to effect it ; and none can resist hi: 
will. Our salvation is then as secure as the goodness, and wisdom, an 
power of God can inake it. Why should we hesitate to trust ? 

We are aware it is often said, that man can resist the will of God, ane 
frustrate his purposes. It is astonishing that the pride of man has induce: 
him to arrogate to himself superiority to the Supreme. When the whol 
creation besides is acknowledged to be in subjection to the God of heave 
and earth, it is strange that man claims exemption from subjection. 

But we are gravely told that God has given us a free agency which h 

cannot control : that he has made us able to resist his will. Hence, thoug. 
he ardently desires our salvation ; although he “spared not his own Son, bu. 
delivered him up for us all ;” although he is now strete hing out his arms, 
and inviting us to come to him, and receive life ; yet some of us are so way- 
ward and perverse, so stubborn and obstinate, that we will not obey God. 
nor give heed to his invitations: we will not be saved according to his will, 
and therefore he cannot gratify his desire for our salvation. 

Do you believe this ?—If God so ardently desires our salvation, did he not 
always desire it? He changes not. He then desired it when he gave us ex- 
istence. If so, think you he would have given us an “agency,” so “ free” 
as to place us beyond his control, and render futile all his exertions for our 
benefit ? Could you expect such conduct, as the fruit of infinite wisdom ? Do 
you believe that God takes \,easures for our salvation, and at the same time 
gives us power to render them of no effect ; that he destroys with one hand 
what he builds with the other; and in nach amanner, too, as to disappoint 
himself, and defeat his own purposes ? It is absurd to say that he desires our 
salvation, and yet, by a free, voluntary act, places that salvation beyond his 
control, and gives us an agency, which he fully knows will frustrate his pur- 
poses, and subject him to eternal disappointment. 

If some are to be endlessly miserable, say not that God cannot prevent it. 
Say rather that he chooses it, and that he designed it from eternity. ‘True, 
this would impeach his goodness ; but it would leave him his power. It would 
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represent him as having a design, and as carrying it into effect by his own 
wisdom and energy. While the other supposition represents him as sitting 
on high, urging and entreating his children to gratify him by accepting sal- 
vation, while he has put it entirely out of his power to effect any thing in 
their behalf by his own exertions. Make hima tyrant, if you must,—but for 
heaven’s sake, do not make him a child. 

But admit men to be “ free-agents ;”’ let them have all the agency they 
claim. Why is God not able to bestow salvation, by his own exertions ? 
We are told that by so doing, he would do violence to the agency he has giv- 
en them ; and that it is improper to believe that after having given this agen- 
cy, he will compel them to be virtuous, and to receive life. Let it be so. 
But in such case, they will always possess their agency ; for surely it would 
be no less an act of violence to destroy it, or take it away, than it would, to 
control it: and if God will on no account violate it, we may reasonably sup- 
jose that it will forever remain in the possession of men, unimpaired and in- 
violable. 

Can they not then resist the will of God, in the life to come, as easily, and 
as effectually, as in the present? Can God damn them, and thrust them into 
an endless hell, more easily than he can bestow on them holiness and happi- 
ness,—and with less violence to their agency ? But we are told that, at death, 
God will take away this agency, and make men subject to his control. As- 
tonishing! He will do no violence to their agency, while it will benefit them : 
but in order to disappoint himself, and to make them endlessly wretched, he 
will destroy it, and take it away altogether! For the love of God, I beseech 
you not to ascribe to him a character and procedure like this. Remember 
that God is good, and desires our salvation ; that he is wise, and able to se- 
lect the best means to effect it. Judge then whether he would give us an agen- 
ey, which might hinder our salvation; or whether, having given such an 
agency, he will hereafter take it away for the express purpose of subjecting 
us to endless torments. 

But it may be said that no one disputes the infinite power of God ; no one 
pretends that we have an agency, which he cannot control. We reply: if 
the infinite power of God be admitted, nothing in heaven or on earth can hin- 
der the salvation of the whole human family: for God desires it, and has ta- 
ken measures for its accomplishment. 

But we have not yet forgotten the exertions of men, to prove that God can- 
not save a single individual by his own grace or power alone, because by so 
doing, he would do violence to “ free-agency.”” We have heard it seriously 
contended, even in the sanctuary dedicated to the service of God, that man 
has an agency, which God cannot control: that he has power to frustrate the 
purposes of God, and does frustrate them. Since this has been proclaimed 
to the people as God's truth, the remarks we have made cannot be considered 
altorether unnecessary. 

Once more we inquire, may we not safely trust in God for life and salva- 
tion, since he is infinite in power, and able to save to the uttermost ? 

4. We should trust in the Lord, because he is a God of Truth. No man 
will dispute the everlasting truth of Jehovah. This God, the God of truth, 
has promised, in the volume of Revelation, to bestow salvation on all the 
children of his creation. He has declared his will to “have all men to be 
saved, and to come unto the knowledge of the truth;’’ (1st Tim. 2: 4.) to 
gather together in Christ all things in heaven and on earth, in whom they shall 
bow the knee, confessing him to be Lord, to the glory of God the Father; 
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(Eph. 1: 10, and Phil. 2: 10—11.) He has sworn to bless ail the nations. 
and families, and kindreds of the earth, in Christ ; and the blessing is jus. 
tification through faith, and the turning of every one away from his iniqui- 
ties. (Gen. 22: 18, and12: 3. Gal. 2: 8. Acts, 3: 25—26.) He has 
pledged his oath “that by two immutable things, in which it was impossible 
for God to lie, we might have a strong consolation, who have fled for refuge 
to lay hold on the hope set before us.” (Heb. 6: 18.) He has given 
“ commandment to bless ; and he hath blessed ; and’’ man ‘* cannot reverse 
it.”” (Numb. 23: 20.) 

5. We should trust in the Lord, because he is unchangeable. He is with- 
out “ variableness or shadow of turning.”’ If he be now infinite in goodness, 
desiring our salvation, he will forever remain so. If he be now infinite jn 
wisdom, devising the best means for our salvation, he will forever remain 
so. Ifhe be now infinite in power, able to accomplish our salvation, he will 
forever remain so. Ifhe be now a God of truth, he will forever remain so ; 
for he “is not a man, that he should lie, neither the son of man, that he 
should repent.” 

If then it were ever proper to trust in the Lord for life and salvation, it is 
equally so at this time. Why should we hesitate? Why doubt? Is not the 
Lorda sure rock of defence ? Is he not a firm foundation for our hope ? Let 
us then trust in him, that we may rejoice continually. 

it remains that we speak briefly of the manner in which confidence in God 
will conduce to happiness. 

If our trust and hope for salvation be founded solely on the grace of God, 
manifested in his works, and especially in his Son Jesus Christ, we may be 
at peace. If we firmly believe that the nature, and attributes, and affec- 
tions of God, are such as we have attempted to illustrate, we have no cause 
to fear that he will doom us to endless torments. We shall experience the 
blessings of which Paul speaks ; ** We which have believed, do enter into 
rest.’ The contemplation of our future state will be glorious, and the pros- 
pect will fill us with peace and joy. Nor will things present destroy our 
happiness. If we reflect on our sins and their enormity, God has declared 
that these shall be taken away. If we suffer punishment for our .transgres- 
sions, God has assured us that the chastisement is intended “ for our profit, 
that we might be partakers of his holiness.” Heb. 12:10. If we be hum- 
bled in view of our sinful condition, God is good, and has promised that we 
‘ shall be delivered from the bondage of corruption, into the glorious liberty 
of the children of God.”’ “ And as we have borne the image of the earthly, 
we shall also bear the image of the heavenly.” Rom. 8: 21. 1 Cor. 15: 
49. If salvation appear difficult, God is wise, and knows how to effect it. 
if the powers of earth and sin appear to combine against our salvation, God 
is powerful, and able to overcome all opposition. If we hear sinners con- 
tradict the word of God, He is true, and will perform all he has spoken.— 
*¢ Hath he said it, and shall he not doit? or hath he spoken, and shall he 
not make it good?” . Numb. 23: 19. To crown all, we can joyfully con- 
sider that God is unchangeable, and having once loved us, will love us to 
the end; he will love us to the end: he will love us, and bless us eternally. 

What then shall hinder our happiness while “ we trust in the living God, 
who is the Saviour of all men, especially of those that believe’? (ist Tim. 
4: 10.) Let us then trust in him with unwavering confidence. And may 
God Almighty cause us to experience the truth, that “ Whoso trusteth in the 


Lord, happy is he.”’

PROCEEDINGS 
Of the friends of Liberal Christianity in New-York. 





AGREEFABLY to an invitation given, a respectable number of the friends 
of Liberal Christianity met on Friday evening, June 26, at Masonic Hall, 
in Broadway, NewYork. Mr. Isaac Pearson was appointed Chairman, and 
Mr. John Morrison Secretary. 

After reading several extracts from Dwight’s Letters, written while on a 
tour through the North of Germany, and hearing several gentlemen speak 
of the progress of liberal principles in our own and other countries—it was 
unanimously resolved, as the sense of the meeting, that it was highly proper 
to notice, ina public and appropriate manner, the cheering “intelligence 
which had been communicated on the occasion. And it was further resol- 
ved, that a meeting be holden in the Church, corner of Prince and Orange 
streets, on the fourth day of July, at half past 3 P. M. and a committee of 
twenty-one persons was chosen, to carry the views of the meeting into ef- 
fect. 

On the fourth of July, the day which gave birth to our national indepen- 
dence, a respectable number of liberal christians of both sexes, assembled ; 
and, agreeably to the appointment of the committee, the following exercises 
were performed. 

1. The throne of grace was addressed by Rev. J. B. Shannon, in a very 
fervent and appropriate manner. 

2. 'The following Preamble and Resolutions, which had been adopted by 
the committee, were read by Rev. A. C. Thomas. 

Whereas just views of the character of the Father of the universe, and of 
the revelation given to men by his Son Jesus Christ, are the most effectual 
antidote against infidelity on the one hand, and a degrading superstition on 
the other, and are best calculated to unite men in the bonds of fraternal af- 
fection, and to promote peace on earth and good will towards men :— 

And whereas it is the bounden duty of the friends of Liberal Christianity, 
to sympathize with all, in every part of the world, who are « ngaged in the 
same holy cause, and so far as is practicable, to co-operate with them in 
their efforts to spread far and wide these benevolent principles :— 

And whereas we have received the most cheering accounts of the progress 
of Liberal Christianity from various quarters, and more particularly from 
Germany, that the great body of christians in that country entertain en- 
lightened views of the character of the Deity, and of his benevolence to the 
whole human family, to the almost total rejection of the gloomy and erro- 
neous dogmas of Calvinism, and more particularly that of eternal punish- 
ment: Therefore ; 

Resolved, That this intelligence of the progress of Liberal Christianity 
in our own andother countries, calls for devout thankfulness to the Father of 
Lights, and should be improved by the friends of these principles as a stim- 
ulus to increased and united exertion in their propagation throughout the 
world, and in the exercise of brotherly kindness and charity among our- 
selves. 

Resolved, That we imost sincerely rejoice, that, according to information 
received from Germany, this enlightened people, who are, in Biblical and 
sacred criticism, ‘a century in advance of England and every other nation,’ 
‘embracing the principles of the Reformation, have advanced in the cause of 
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liberal christianity, thereby setting an example worthy of being imitated by 
Europe and the whole world. : 

Resolved, That we cordially agree with our Germanic christian brethren 
in the rejection of all creeds of man’s invention, and in maintaining the 
right and privilege of each individual to think and judge of religious opin- 
ions for himself. 

Resolved, That we have learned with great satisfaction, that liberal 
christians in Germany are as distinguished for their active piety and pure 
morality, as for their enlightened and liberal views of christianity. 

Resolved, That to obtain and communicate information respecting the 
progress of liberal christianity throughout the world, a committee consist- 
ing of nine persons be chosen, who shall be known by the name and style of 
The American Committee of Domestic and Foreign Correspondence, whose 
duty shall be to open a correspondence both at home and abroad, and to 
collect all the information in their power respecting the progress of liberal 
christianity, and to report progress in such manner as may be deemed most 
conducive to the interests of the religious community. 

3. An address was delivered by Rev. B. Bates, in which he took a”brief, 
but comprehensive and interesting sketch of ecclesiastical history—institu- 
tuted a comparison between the facilities enjoyed by the Germans and our 
own countrymen, in relation to Biblical and general literatinre—took a comn- 
parative view of the progress of liberal principles in the United States, and 
awakened the most glowing anticipations of the final and universal reign of 
truth and righteousness. ‘To sum up all in a word—much as we had been 
led to anticipate, both as to matter and manner, our expectations were more 
than realized. We are sure of speaking the minds of inany, in saying that 
the impression then made will long be remembered. 

4. The services were closed by prayer and a benediction by Rev. Mr. 
Bates, 

Notwithstanding the weather was very unfavourable, yet the audience was 
more numerous than might be expected. It was composed of persons be- 
longing to every society of liberal christians in this city. One spirit seemed 
to pervade every heart, and each one seemed encouraged in the good cause, 
and determined to contribute his exertions to diffuse far and wide the be- 
nign principles of that religion which breathes peace on earth, and good will 
to all men.

‘Toall such, a most earnest and respectful appeal is made, that they 
may duly consider the pungency and weight of these brief evidences against 
the influenee of the Lutheran and Calvinistic, or Portestant doctrine of end- 
less torments. *‘ The wirnesses, here introduced, must have given the sub- 
iect the most favorable representation, being themselves advocates for that 
monstrously charming dogma! Cannot some of our Orthodox neighbors be 
induced to look into these matters, with some degree of candor and _solici- 
tude ? Will they not open their eyes upon these stubborn facts, and admit what 
js undeniably true, viz. that the more tenacious and wilful men are, in oppo- 
sing universal benevolence, the more likely will they be to act in conformity 
with the system of perpetual sin and unceasing misery ? 





“Mr. Benedict, the Baptist historian—a Trinitarian Calvinist, writes thus : 

« A multitude of testimonies go to prove that Calvin was at the head of this 
murderous affair, [the burning of Servetus.] But omitting all others, I will 
transcribe part of a letter to the Marquis Paet, high chamberlain to the King 
of Navarre. ‘“ Honour, glory, and riches shall be the reward of your pains ; 
but above all, do not fail to rid the country of those scoundrels, who stir up 
the people to revolt against us. Such monsters should be exterminated, as 
| have exterminated Michael Servetus, the Spaniard.”

rality of wives.

Melancthon. “The thing speaks for itself. Inthis country among the 
reformed, their whole time is devoted to intemperance——they are sunk into 
barbarity and ignorance.” 

“Stubbs, speaking of England, says, “I found a general decay of good 
works ; or rather a plain defection, or falling away from God. Who sees 
not, that they (the Papists) were far before us, and we far behind them ?”

Should it be objected to the above, that some modern examples ought al- 
so to be produced of the pernicious influence of Orthodoxy (so called) in or- 
der to convince every candid reader, you are at liberty to introduce the fol- 
lowing extract from an article published in a Connecticut paper, several years 
since, which remains uncontradicted. It was from the pen of the late la- 
mented Br.

“Much more might be cited to the same purpose, proving incontestibly, 
that a reform in name, is not always a reform in faith, and exhibiting in vivid 
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colours, the persecutions, tumults, murders, perjuries, and other flagitious 
conduct, of the most noted opposers of Universal Salvation. 

“Within a few years, a city, not more than a hundred miles from Hartford, 
(Con.) containing 14,000 inhabitants, has witnessed the disgrace of six cler- 
gymen, at least, (all sturdy believers in eternal damnation,) for gross immor- 
alities, and some of them after being discarded by other societies for their 
crimes. One of these has lately been ejected from the third society in which 
his intemperance has been repeatedly witnessed. He was certainly expelled 
from one, and it is believed from two Presbyteries for the same allegation, 
But [have no wish to exhume the frailties of the dead, more particularly of 
those who were our cotemporaries. Another of these, after repeated hear- 
ings of a Presbytery, or clergymen deputed for the purpose, was silenced as 
u confirmed drunkard. The remainder were guilty of the most flagrant las. 
civiousness; one of a clandestine elopement with another man’s wife; an. 
other of the seduction ofa young femaleunder his protection; the latter of 
whom has lately appeared in the public papers as a forger of notes, a swind- 
ler, who has fled to escape the State Prison. ‘This person wasa most yio- 
lent opposer of Universalists.—The next confessed that he had lived in a state 
of the most indiscriminate intercourse with the vilest of the community, for 
eight or ten years; and the other was dismissed for the most obvious licep- 
tious conduct. °

Did we take pleasure in exposing the mal-practices of our religious adver- 
saries, an hundred examples of a similar character, of recent date, might 
be mentioned.

A QUESTION. 

Is the doctrine which teaches the total, 
destruction of wicked individuals, the doc- 
trine of Universal salvation ? 

We answer, No. What we understand 
by universal salvation, is this: a destruc- 
tion of all wicked desires and propensities, 
and the introduction of all mankind to a 
state of purity, holiness, and consequent 
happiness, 

Whatever doctrine or sentiment it be, 
which teaches the annihilation of a single 
individual of the human family, is as wide- 
ly different from universal salvation as the 
doctrine which teaches the endless misery 
of that individual. Not that annihilation 
would not be preferable to endless misery, 
for we believe it would—but so far as the 
salvation of that individual is concerned, 
endless misery on the one hand, and anni- 
hilation on the other, are equi-distant from 
the final purity and holiness of that indi- 
vidual—which signification is conveyed to 
our understanding, by the term salvation.

Puitapevrnia, JuLy 1, 1829. 


“T have just returned from a visit to 
Manyunk, where I preached last evening 
to an overflowingcongregation. This was 
the first Universalist sermon ever preached 
in that town, and never have | seen a more 
attentivecongregation. Afterthe discourse, 
a goodly number of subscribers were added 
to our subscription list. Thistownis beau- 
tifully situated upon the Schuylkill river, 
and is a place of considerable business. It 
is improving rapidly. There are several 
large manufactories, paper mills, &c. &c. 
already in operation. I shal! visit this place 
again in two weeks. 

Since I saw you last, [have not been idle. 
Among many other places, | have visited 
Norristown again. Here the seed which 
wassownupon a former occasion inso much 
weakness, has, by the blessing of God, 
been raised inpower. The mostintelligent 
and respectable men in the place are declar- 
ing themselves favourably disposed to the 
doctrine, and are talking very strongly of 
building achurch. Veryliberal offers have 
already been made towards assisting in its 
erection. Our brethren need not be infor- 
med that “ now isthe accepted time.” Let 
them but set about it, and the good work 
is done. 

In Lower Merion the good cause pros- 
pers abundantly. I here preached a few 
evenings since, to a very large concourse of 
people. There is a spirit of inquiry abroad 
in this vicinity whichcannotbe stayed. In 
Haddington, the cause of truth has very 
many firm and zealous supporters. 


One striking evidence of the hitherto un- 
paralleled progress of intellectual emanci- 
pation, is, the doleful “ Jeremiads” which 
are uttered by the orthodox editors and 
preachers, respecting the alarming pro- 
gress of infidelity throughout the Union. 
Rev. W. T. Brantly of the Col. Star, has 
heen whining most piteously for the last 








six weeks. The loaves and fishes begin to 
grow scarce. The pious “ Philadelphian” 
is “agonizing” also. People are forsakin 
the crazy fabric oforthodoxy as rats forsake 
a sinking vessel. Orthodoxy is indeed a 
“fearful shipwreck.” 

But what is worse than all, their preach- 
ers are bursting the fetters that have bound 
them so long in the,dark prison house of 
superstition. A few Sundays ago I at- 
tended the church of one of the most pop- 
ular orthodox clergymen in the city. His 
subject was the death of Annanias and Sap. 
phira. He stopped in the midst of his dis. 
course, to inform his hearers, that it was 
not a fallen angel that tempted them to lie 
&c. but by “* Satan” was intended an evil 
mind—that they had a wicked heart, &¢ 
had he been reading Balfour? If he has not 
already, I intend he shall—I shall leave it 
at his house in a few days. At the Sacra. 
ment which was administered in the Pres. 
byterian church, corner of Arch and Third 
streets, Dr. Janeway, in reading the pas- 
sage “ Whoso eateth and drinketh unwor- 
thily, eateth and drinketh damnation to 
himself;” read it—eateth and drinketh 
judgment.” Rev. Mr. Sanford, in quoting 
the same passage, read it—“eateth and 
drinketh condemnation.” Whatisthe world 
coming to? “Coming to the light”—so Br, 
Streeter says—and I believe it. 


I have. as you well know, one of the 
best Societies in the world. For the last 
year, or six months more particularly, | 
have been at home but very few days in 
the week, except Sunday. I have left on 
Monday on a preaching excursion, and not 
returned again until Saturday—and this, 
too, week after week, and month after 
month; and yet they do not “say hard 
things” tome. I fear I shall be compelled 
to give up preaching so often during the 
week, as my health begins to suffer.”

“God has told us 
in unequivocal language, that in another 
world there will be a difference between 
the righteous and wicked, wide as the U- 
niverse, and lasting as eternity.” 

C. Will you please to name the chapter 
and verse where this unequivocal language 
is recorded ? 

P. The scriptures are full onthat head. 
*“ The purposes of God are all fixed and de- 
termined, as well respecting the wicked as 
the righteous.” 

C. Very well. What is the purpose of 
God? Paul says that God “ hath purposed 
in himself, that in the dispensation of the 
fulness of times, he might, gather together 
in one, ALL things in Christ.”—Eph, 1: 
10. 

P. God’s revealed will is, that all men, 
every man, the whole creation, should be 
saved. 

C. Be careful : this is broad Universal- 
I never 
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before heard a Calvinistic clergyman ad- 
mit that God’s will is, that all should be 
saved. 

P. Stop, Sir, I am no Universalist, 
thank God. The reason why people do 
not understand the scriptures, is, they do 
not make a distinction between God’s re- 
vealed will, and his secret will. God has 
a secret as well as revealed will; and there 
is no inconsistency in supposing that his 
secret will is opposed to his revealed will. 

C. God an immutable being, and yet 
be possessed of two \. ‘\ls—one exactly op- 
posed to the other!! besides, how did yeu 
become acquainted with his secret will? 
Are you so highly favoured as to dive into 
the secret counsels of God? But is any 
thing a secret after it has been revealed ? 
You have not been a very trusty favourite, 
for you have revealed the secret will of God 
tous!! 

P. You are very bold and presumptu- 
ous to question me in this manner. 

C. lam aware that many people think 
it almost blasphemy even to doubt the truth 
of what the priests assert. But I consider 
them nothing above fallible mortality ; and 
when they teach for doctrine the command- 
ments of man, I deem it not only my privi- 
lege, but my imperative duty, to question 
them. I believe that now, as in Jeremiah’s 
day, “ The prophets prophesy falsely, and 
the priests bear rule by their means, and 
my people love to have it so.” 

P. Youare very unmannerly. My text, 
on the day I preached about God’s secret 
will, did not call upon me to explain that 
will, therefore I[ said nothing about it. 

C. You told us that God had a secret 
will, which was opposed to his revealed 
will. You admitted that his revealed will 
was that all men should be saved ; there- 
fore his secret will must be opposed to the 
salvation of all men. 

P. itis very ungentlemanly in you to 
attack a stranger on subjects upon which 
you should not pretend to be as well ac- 
quainted as one who has spent his whole 
life in study. I will not have any thing 
more to say to you, for I perceive you are 
an infidel Universalist. I must tell you, 
that you had better keep your sentiments 
to yourself; for you will find them very 
unpopular. I intend to establish a Sunday 
School in this place, and I will disseminate 
Tracts which will completely show the fal- 
lacy of your sentiments. 

C. WhatI have said I do not consider 
either ungentleraanly or unmannerly; for 
I have not attacked any thing but senti- 
ments. Yoursentimentsare no “strangers,” 
dor they have been known and more or less 





inculcated since the days of John Calvin - 
and, like the “serpent’s head,” have been 
so frequently beat and effectually bruised 
whenever they have made their appearance, 
that of late they have been seldom advan.
